Five 
days after Dr. Cook’s announce- 
ment, a similar one was made by 
the late Admiral Peary, the claims 
of the rival explorers precipitating 
one of the most wide-spread con- 
troversies involving the long search 
for the pole.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatcn: 

F I were Wendell L. Willkie, I would 

say in my speech accepting the Repub- 
lican nomination for President that I 
deeply appreciated not only the honor of 
the nomination but the great opportunity 
and the responsibility which would be 
mine if elected by my fellow citizens. 

1 would say further that this is 
time for petty partisan politics, that 
our country, its. institutions and perhaps 
its very life are menaced not only by 
foreign Powers but by domestic condi- 
tions which have been sapping the vital- 
ity and virility of our people. 

I would commend the good things of 
the so-called New Deal but at the same 
time point out specifically, clearly and 
forcibly the inefficiency and breakdown 
of some of the administrative measures 
which have been taken to implement 
some of the New Deal legislation. 

1 would commend the State Department 
for its wise and efficient handling of 
our foreign affairs, including the efforts 
made by Secretary Hull and his associ- 
ates to open up channels of fair trade 
among the peoples of the world, including 
our own. 

I would announce my belief in the 
continuity of our foreign policies and 
would commit myself definitely to offer 
to Mr. Hull, if I were elected, the port- 
folio of Secretary of State, at least for 
one year, in order that our foreign poli- 
cies would be carried forward under 
expert leadership and guidance.

No Votes for Shut-Ins, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
OUR recent news article, captioned 
“Thursday Is 
Ballots,” prompted the following: 

If the “absentee” citizen may vote by 
mail if within the State, why are such 
voting privileges (by mail) denied to citi- 
zens who are not absent but, because of 
illness, are confined in homes and hos- 
pitals? 

Many who are now incapacitated will 
have recovered by primary or election 
day, but it will be too late to go in person 
to the polls to vote if they were unable 
to register. 

Shut-ins not absent cannot vote by 
mail. On the other hand, the good, bad 
and indifferent on pleasure bent—or 
otherwise—may leave the city and vote by 
“absentee ballot.” 

Preparation of the ballot is a mental 
process. The physical ability to walk 
or be dragged in person to the polls 
should not be the qualification necessary 
to exercise the right of suffrage.

Teach Child 


To Recognize 


Poison Ivy 
By Angelo Patri 


NCE more we must warn chil- 
QC) aren against poison ivy. It 

is a lovely looking vine, with 
three parts to each leaf. Its new 
growth is reddish bronze. In its 
old age blooms bear lovely waxen 
berries. It is the meanest enemy 
of a happy summer for some chil- 
dren that: grows in the fields. 

First, teach children who go to 
the country how to recognize this 
enemy, and to keep away from it. 
Then teach them to prevent it from 
harming them. 

Don’t go close to it when it is 
wet. Don’t break it, don’t touch 
it. Don't be brave about it. Just 
keep out of its reach. 

Before going out to be exposed 
to it cover the legs and arms and 
face with a lather of brown laun- 
dry soap. Let that lather dry on 
the skin. Then keep out of its 
way as carefully as ever. 

When the excursion is over, 
wash with warm water, scrubbing 
thoroughly, and rinse and dry. That 
simple precaution will prevent an 
infection and save plenty of trou- 
ble and expense. 

Teach children to look carefully 
at the grass before they sit down 
on it when they go out to picnic or 
to play. Heedless, unknowing lit- 
tle ones have sat down in a bed of 
poison ivy to their great grief. 

If after every precaution has been 
taken the child is infected, ask the 
physician to see him and prescribe 
for him. Only the experienced phy- 
sician can help him then. What 
seems to help one child often fails 
to help another, and no time should 
be lost in getting expert help as 
the thing spreads. Its burning 
itch is intolerable. If it gets a 
head start on a child who is highly 
susceptible he is likely to be very ill 
indeed. 
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CHILDREN MUST be kept from 
scratching the rash, if possible. It 
is hardly possible but by keeping 
the lotion the physician prescribes 
in constant use much of it can be 
avoided. Scatching brings on sec- 
ondary infections and they are 
mighty mean. 

The combination of a mosquito 
bite, well scratched, and an in- 
fection of poison ivy is about the 
worst that can happen to a vaca- 
tioning child. It will lay him up 
and spoil all his fun. If the mos- 
quitoes are plentiful and active, 
be doubly on guard against the 
ivy poisoning. 

In rooting out the ivy the coat- 
ing of brown soap is indicated for 
the worker. It should completely 
cover all exposed parts. High 
stockings and stout gloves help. 

Don’t stand in the way of the 
smoke if the ivy is being burned. 
old and young alike, 
are susceptible to the infection 
through the smoke. In short, keep 
away from poison ivy this summer 
and try to save the children from 
its nasty ‘disposition.

CCORDING to the reports, the 
A old-fashioned treatment of 

nosebleed by the use of salt 
pork has been rehabilitated. Plugs 
of salt pork put in the nose 
promptly stopped bleeding after 
other methods had failed. These 
are easier to introduce than the 
usual packing and certainly easier 
to remove. It has the property of 
preventing recurrence. 

Nose bleed usually comes from 
exertion or from opening up a 
small ulcer in the nose due to 
scabs of dried mucous. It may 
herald the onset of infectious dis- 
eases such as measles or rheuma- 
tism. It may mean inadequacy of 
the liver or anemia or high blood 
pressure. It is by no means always 
a minor ailment, but may result 
in serious loss of blood.

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He's Still Playing Music and Writing Songs 


Ted Fio-Rito, Whose Orchestra Is Now Ap- 
pearing Here, Recalls Old Days When He 
Directed Oriole Band at Arcadia Ballroom.

F you were a dance band enthu- 
| siast way back in the days when 

Theda Bara was public siren No. 
1, when Lillian Gish was artfully 
eluding the villain in “Broken Blos- 
soms,' when stores” advertised 
“chinchin” hats and *very gal un- 
der them was a militant suffra- 
gette. in short, in the year 1919, 
you no doubt remember the Oriole 
Band playing at the old Arcadia 
ballroom, and one of the organiz- 
ers of the band, young pianist, Ted 
Fio-Rito. You might have been 
following his career for a couple 
of years by then for he had started 
his orchestral life in a four-piece 
band in the night club of the Beers 
Hotel on Grand and Olive and there 
introduced a song called “Love 
Bird.” It was the first song writ- 
ten by Fio-Rito, the first of many 
composed in the 20 intervening 
years, in which he’s climbed to the 
top and continued in the “name 
band”. field. 

“A lot of people think I'm 
St. Louis because I started 
here,’ Fio-Rito said, as we
